WAA HAS SPOKEN: The City of Palm Springs can have 
the Torney Hospital property for one million one hundred 
and ninety-three thousand dollars. Cash, that is! The city 
fathers have fifteen days to get this tidy sum together; 
right in the middle of the summer, too! A trivial discount 
of a little over fifty thousand was allowed. All this was 
just as many people had predicted. It just ’’wasn’t in the 
cards” for the city to acquire the property at a big discount. 
There were two other alternatives presented to the city and 
the School District by WAA last week. N either of them was very 
attractive. The two agencies had to act together to get anything. 
The offers were published in detail in last Friday’s Sun. A cash 
deal was, of course, out of the question. The other tw o proposals 
w ere for acreage and buildings along the eastern end of the prop­ 
erty. Poor choices—but better than nothing at all. 


AT THE VERY MOMENT these proposals w ere being made, 
action w as being taken in Congress to bring about an investiga­ 
tion by th a t body of the entire procedure. As this is w ritten, such 
an investigation seems assured. In the m eantim e it seem s that 
disposition of the property will be held up until the m atter has 
been review ed right back to the very beginning. No telling right 
now how long that m ay take. 
All th e while this valuable property stands idle and Palm 
Springs suffers accordingly. It could very likely be another whole 
year before the property is put to use, one w ay or another. Who 
is to blam e? There is a difference of opinion. Some say th e city 
council—others say th at selfish interests are responsible. 
The 
Desert S un believes that, no m atter who is to blame, an investi­ 
gation is justified. There have been irregularities th at w e would 
like to see explained. 
For example, w e would like to know: How m uch influence, 
if any, w as brought by private interests? Did the City of Palm 
Springs receive due consideration and fair treatm ent? W hy should 
any benefit the city or school district m ight receive be depend­ 
en t on th e WAA being able to m ake a deal w ith a yet unknow n 
successful bidder? W hat is the status of the “form er ow ner”? And 
w hy was not the public given more inform ation all the w ay along? 
Interesting questions could be propounded by the dozen. For 
the satisfaction of the public in general, w hich is entitled to know, 
the answ ers should be given. We would like to have the solution 
to the m ystery th at surrounds the entire proceedings: 
“The 
m ystery of El M irador.”

Record for Safety 


D rivers of Pacific G reyhound 
buses im proved their safety rec­ 
ord in 1946 by 43.4 per cent, it 
was announced today by Glen G. 
Magnuson, Safety Director 
for 
the Pacific division of the nation­ 
wide bus transportation company, 
according to inform ation received 
by R. R. D unlap, local agent. In 
addition, there was a still greater 
im provem ent for the first four 
m onths of 1947, w ith a 46.1 in ­ 
crease in safety over the corres­ 
ponding period last year, M ag­ 
nuson pointed out. During the 
latter period, he stated, the record 
showed 51,921 miles betw een ac­ 
cidents. 
“W hen it is considered th a t a 
driver is charged w ith an ‘acci­ 
dent’ for the slightest type of 
mishap that, in many cases, the 
passengers do not even know has 
happened, this record is rem ark­ 
able,” M agnuson said. “Statistics 
for 1946 covering all public tra n s­ 
portation again show that 
bus 
travel is the safest of all, and 
this is even more rem arkable 
when it is considered how m uch 
travel on the highways has in ­ 
creased.” 
“A gain G reyhound drivers have 
earned the title of the w orld’s 
safest drivers,” Magnuson said. 
“This is the result of careful se­ 
lection of new drivers on the basis 
of intelligence and ability, plus 
an intensive course of training 
that makes each man an expert 
before he is perm itted to take 
charge of a bus.” 
Total safety awards for 1946

IN NEW ENGLAND— 
Leaving Portland. Maine, we 
drove 
on south 
through 
New 
Hampshire to Salem , Mass., w here 
we tarried to see the famous Pea­ 
body M arine Museum. The Mu­ 
seum’s director, an Ernest Dodge, 
took us in hand and showed us 
back-stago, 
how 
things 
were 
stored, and so on. This museum 
is the oldest continuously open 
m useum in America. Their ex­ 
hibits specialize in early sailing 
and w haling, but the ethnological 
collections from the South Pacific 
are am ong the finest anyw here. 
Among these, I spotted at least 
three 
baskets 
m erely 
labeled 
“California Indians" that I’m sure 
are of our local Cahuilla produc­ 
tion. Perhaps w hen we eventual­ 
ly have the hall and proper cases 
to exhibit the Mrs. Irving Snyder 
collection of Indian basketry, we 
can negotiate a quaisi-perm anent 
loan of these Salem exam ples to 
augm ent our own. 
From Salem we drove on down 
to Sw am pscott, north of Boston, 
to m eet the parents of Jack 
Breed, the photographer whom I 
accompanied on m y mem orable 
Arizona-Utah trek of last sum ­ 
mer. Jack ’s now touring the west 
again taking more movies, films 
of K achina dolls, of the Havasu- 
pai Indians in the G rand Can­ 
yon, of the Navajo, and m any 
other subjects, all of w hich he 
has prom ised to show personally 
this w inter at Palm Springs. We 
enjoyed m eeting his father and 


m other, and seeing his little studio 
in the backyard. 


THEN TO TRY to find a place 
to stay. T hat was the question. 
We ate dinner dow ntow n at Cam­ 
bridge, hom e of H arvard U niver­ 
sity. It was a m iserable afternoon 
and the Boston traffic left a lot 
to be expected, for th e dirth of 
any signals w hatsoever a t many 
of the 
dow ntow n 
intersections 
w as apalling. We drove about 
the harbor, wishing for a cup of 
th at w asted tea, and th en parked 
to 
climb 
the 
M onum ent 
atop 
B unker Hill. It was a breath -tak ­ 
ing climb in more than one way, 
w e discovered. 
In our search for a room, we 
unknow ingly followed the route 
of Paul Revere. B ut w e w eren’t 
interested in history at that mo­ 
m ent. Those “No V acancy” signs, 
as w ell as just a scan ty of tour­ 
ist homes or otherw ise began to 
prey upon our nerves. The hotels 
w ere all filled for m iles about 
because of an alum ni m eeting at 
H arvard. It all ended up by our 
having to drive clear to Lowell, 
north and east of Boston, a good 
20 miles away! 
And they kid 
P alm Springs on the radio about 
a housing shortage! 
Lowell, w e discovered, was the 
birthplace of the fam ous painter 
W histler. We took in an early 
movie, "Blaze of Noon,” our first 
on the trip, and got a good night’s 
sleep, eager 
to 
tackle 
Boston 
again on the m orrow . B ut the 
m orning came, dismal and wet. 
N evertheless 
we 
headed 
back. 
However we becam e so discour­ 
aged cn route that w e decided to 
chuck Boston, and instead we 
headed to the A tlantic shore to 
Plym outh Rock. H ere the actual 
rock purported to have been used 
as a landing stone by th e early 
pilgrims, is enshrined, crack and 
all. W hat thoughts those pioneers 
m ust have had as they gazed 
upon A m erican soil for the first 
tim e and stepped off the ship on­ 
to that sm all boulder! 
D riving around Cape Cod to 
B uzzard’s Bay, we headed west 
this tim e to Providence, Rhode 
Island, and thence to H artford, 
Connecticut. Here an old friend 
of m ine had made hotel reserva­ 
tions for us at the Bond Hotel. 
My friend, Mel D ryer, now Cap­ 
tain, A. C., in the R ecruiting Ser­ 
vice of the Army, had to fly that

campus. In their museum I found 
the usual conglom eration of speci­ 
mens all crowded into one large 
hall, and all poorly labeled and 
badly 
in 
need 
of 
renovation. 
While I was brow sing about, a 
middle-aged gentlem an wandered 
in and we fell into conversation. 
It was soon evident th at he was 
in charge of geology there, and 
that he had recently been put in 
charge of m odernizing the m u­ 
seum. W hen he learned that I, 
too, was in museum w ork, I was 
bombarded w ith questions. We 
had a most interesting chat. His 
name was Mr. Troxell and, among 
other things, lie found the most 
complete skeleton of the fossil 
horse Pliohippus. 
I m et my friend Mel at noon, 
and we had a long chat about old 
times, and our various w ar ex­ 
periences. He piloted a fighter 
plane in the N orth African and 
Italian campaigns and was lucky 
to come out of it ail w ith just 
m alaria. And m alaria is plenty 
bad enough. 
From H artford we drove south 
to M iddletown, Conn., w here I 
looked up one of my form er Cor­ 
porals w hen I was stationed at 
March Field.
